not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  erect-  in«. 
ing,  leasing  or  purchasing  a  building  and  of  furnishing 
the  same  with  suitable  furniture  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.

In  consemience  of  the  close  of  the  war  and  the  dis- 
charge of  the  large  msgority  of  the  soldiers  of  our 
State,  this  branch  of  the  Treasury  Department  will 
soon  be  closed. 

At  the  present  time  allotments  are  received  only 
from  the  four  companies  of  the  2d  Cavalry  Regiment, 
who  are  still  doing  service  on  the  frontier,  and  the  Aiiotoent 
military  organizations  known  under  the  name  of  the  '^■•■*^- 
Minnesota  Independent  Battalion  commanded  by  GoL 
Adams, 

The  success  of  the  Allotment  system  would  have 
been  much  greater,  could  the  Paymasters  serving  with 
the  armies  in  the  field  have  been  induced  to  give  it 

{►roper  attention.  They  seemed  to  grudge  the  extra 
abor  the  system  imposed,  and  invariably  neglected  to 
deduct  the  amounts  allotted,  or,  through  carelessness, 
lost  the  allotment  rolls.  For  these  reasons,  I  received 
but  little  money  from  the  regiments  who  left  our 
State;  almost  the  entire  amount  distributed  by  me 
came  from  the  men  stationed  in  this  District.  In  this 
connection  I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  ser- 
vices and  courtesies  of  Lieut  Colonel  Phinney,  the 
able  and  efficient  Ohief  Paymaster  of  the  District  of 
Minnesota,  and  his  gentlemanly  and  accomplished  as- 
sociates lieut  Oolonel  Smith  and  Migors  Terrel  and 
Adams,  who  formed  exceptions  to  the  general  rule, 
and  cheerfully  complied  with  the  instructions  of  the 
War  Department  having  reference  to  the  allotment 
system.

Every  grant  or  devise  of  lands,  or  right,  or 
transfer  of  property,  which  has  been  or  may  be  made 
for  the  benefit  of  its  inhabitants,  shall  have  the  eflFect 
as  if  made  to  the  village  by  name.  The  territory  de- 
scribed in  tliis  act,  described  as  the  Village  of  Shako- 
_  i-  V^^i  shall  be  and  constitute  but  one  school  district. 

Trustees.  and  the  trustees  of  said  village  shall  be  trustees  of 

such  school  district,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  and  possess  the  same  powers  and  authori- 
ty under  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  as  trustees  of 
other  school  districts  possess  and  enjoy:   Provided^

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That  the  clerk  of  said  village  shall  be  clerk  of  said

Sec.  5.  Section  twelve  of  said  act  is  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  12.  Said  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  demand 
and  receive  like  fees  as  constables  when  performing 
the  duties  of  a  constable,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  de- 
mand and  receive  such  fees  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  board  of  supervisors,  for  all  services  which  can- 
not be  performed  by  a  constable;  and  in  addition 
thereto  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  said  board 
may  fix,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  There  are  hereby  added  to  said  act,  the 
following  new  sections : 

Sec.  17.  The  wood  inspector  and  measurer-  shall 
give  bond  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by 
the  board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties,  in  such  sum  as  the  board  shall  require.  He 
shall  upon  application  of  any  party  interested,  inspect 
and  measure  any  fire  wood  brought  into  said  town  for 
sale,  and  give  the  owner  or  possessor  a  certificate  set- 
ting forth  the  quantity  and  quality  thereof,  and  date 
of  inspection,  making  reasonable  allowance  for  crook- 
ed and  uneven  wood,  and  estimating  a  cord  to  con- 
tain one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cubic  feet.  He 
Hshall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees :  for  every  load 
'Or  pile  of  wood,  ten  cents  per  cord,  which  shall  be 
paid  to  the  inspector  on  the  delivery  of  his  certificate 
of  the  quantity  of  any  load  or  pile  of  wood  to  the  per- 
son having  such  wood  measured;  and  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors shall  have  power  by  ordinance  to  make  such 
additional  regulations  respecting  the  measurement  of 
wood,  and  for  enforcing  the  same,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient. 

Sec.  18.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power 
to  to  assess  all  lots  for  the  expense  of  building  and  main- 
taining any  side-walk  opposite  to  and  adjoining  said 
lot,  and  said  assessment  shall  until  paid  remain  and 
constitute  a  lien  thereon,  and  they  shall  deliver  said 
Assessment  to  the  town  marshal,  who  shall  collect  the 
same;  and  in  case  the  same  shall  remain  unpaid  for 
(ten  days  after  demand  made  upon  the  property,  the 
«ame  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  highest 
bidder,  for  such  assessment,  by  said  marshal,  after  the 
same  notice  as  is  required  by  law  for  tax  sales,  and  the 
money  received  at  such  ssde  shall  be  paid  int^  the 
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town  treasury  for  the  use  of  the  town  after  paying 
such  assessment  and  the  expenses  of  sale.  Any  per- 
son whose  property  is  sold  for  any  such  assessment, 
may  redeem  the  same  within  one  year  thereafter,  by 
paying  the  amount  for  which  said  property  was  sold, 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent  per 
month,  to  the  town  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  to 
the  person  redeeming,  a  certificate  of  redemption.  If 
the  same  shall  not  be  redeemed  as  aforesaid,  the  mar- 
sbal  shall  execute  a  deed  thereof  to  the  purchaser  or 
his  assigns :  Provided^  That  no  proceedings  under  this 

i  section,  shall  be  had  until  the  ordinance  requiring  the 

!  building  of  any  such  side-walk,  shall  have  been  pub- 
lished in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  county  for 
three  successive  weeks. 

Sec.  19.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  Q^^^^ 
to  assess  the  expense  of  establishing  the  grade  of  any  *°*'  po^«"- 
street,  and  of  grading  the  same,  and  of  constructing 
street  crossings,  upon  the  lots  upon  said  street,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  value  thereof,  as  shown  by  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  the  assessor  for  that  year,  deducting 
tlierelrom  such  damages  as  in  their  opinion  such  lot 
shall  have  sustained  by  reason  of  said  grading;  the 

j  deficiency  occasioned  by  such  deduction  shall  be  ap- 
portioned rateably  upon  the  other  lots  on  such 
street  Such  assessment,  when  so  made,  shall  be  re- 
tamed  to  the  county  auditor,  and  extended  in  a  sepa- 
rate column  upon  such  property  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  town  taxes  are  returned 
and  extended,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  town  taxes  are  collected.

8BCTI05  1.    Gives  powers  to  authorities  of  Winona,  by  amendment  of  Charter,  to  arrest 
dronkards,  and  prevent  the  immoderate  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  etc. 

%.    Amends  section  38  of  Charter  so  as  to  give  power  to  City  Coandl,  magis- 
trates, Ac.,  to  enforce  ordinances  and  by-laws.

4.    When  act  to  take  effect. 

Be  it  enactedly  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Amendment  of  Section  1.  That  paragraph  16,  of  section  two,  of 
^wrporation  chapter  fouF,  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  City  of  Winona,"  approved  March  6th,  1857,  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"16."  To  restrain  drunkards  immoderate  drinking 
of  intoxicating  beverages,  brawling  and  obscenity  in 
the  streets  or  public  places,  and  to  provide  for  arrest- 
ing, removing  and  punishing  any  person  who  may  be 
guilty  of  the  same. 

"  To  authorize  the  arrest,  fine  and  imprisonment  in 
the  city  prison,  or  in  the  jail  of  Winona  county,  as  va- 
grants, all  persons  who,  not  having  visible  means  to 
maintain  themselves,  are  without  employment,  idly 
loitering  or  rambling  about,  or  staying  in  groceries, 
drinking  saloons,  houses  of  ill  fame  or  houses  of  bad 
repute,  gambling  houses,  taverns  or  railroad  depots, 
or  who  shall  be  found  trespassing  in  the  night  time 
upon  the  private  premises  of  others,  or  placing  them- 
selves in  the  streets  or  other  public  places  to  beg  or 
receive  alms.  Also  keepers,  exhibitors  or  visitors  at 
any  gaming  table,  gambling  house,  or  other  places  of 
device ;  and  all  persons  who  go  about  for  the  purpose 
of  gaming,  watch  stuffing,  or  who  shall  have  in  their 
possession  any  article  or  thing  used  for  gaming  or  ob- 
taining money  under  false  pretenses." 

Sec.  2.  That  section  two,  of  chapter  four,  of  said 
act,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 
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''SS."  The  City  Council  may  enforce  all  ordinances, 
by-laws,  police  and  other  regulations,  by  punishment 
of  fine  or  imprisonment  in  the  city  or  county  jail,  or  p^^g^^f  c^ 
by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  council. 
magistrate  or  court  before  whom  conviction  may  be 
bad :  Provided,  Such  fine  shall  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  nor  such  imprisonment  the  term  of  three 
months.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  city  of  Wi- 
nona shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  prosecutions  for  the 
violation  of  all  ordinances,  by-laws,  police  or  other 
regulations  passed  by  the  City  Council  under  this  act. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  justice  of  the  peace 
residing  in  said  city,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered,  on  complaint  being  made  to  him  on  oath 
of  the  violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance  of  said  city, 
or  of  the  neglect  or  violation  of  any  duty  imposed 
thereby,  to  issue  his  warrant,  directed  to  the  city 
marshal  or  to  the  sheriff  of  Winona  county,  to  arrest 
the  ofiender  or  offenders  and  bring  them  forthwith 
before  him ;  and  the  trial  of  such  offenders  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  in  accordance 
vitli  the  general  laws  of  this  State  in  regard  to  the 
trial  of  criminal  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace,  so 
far  as  applicable  thereto ;  and  upon  plea  of  guilty,  or 
upon  conviction  of  such  offender,  such  justice  shall 
impose  such  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  such  by-law  or  ordinance;  and  the 
said  justice  shall  have  power  to  enforce  such  judgment 
in  criminal  cases  under  the  general  laws  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.    That  chapter  four  of  said  act  be  amended  Personal   notice 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  section :.  °®*  requisite. 

Section  15.  In  all  proceedings  had  by  the  City 
Council  under  or  by  virtue  of  sections  six  to  thirteen 
inclusive,  of  chapter  four  of  this  act,  or  acts  amenda- 
tory thereof,  no  personal  notice  shall  be  required  to 
be  given  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  lot  or  par- 
cel of  land,  but  in  all  cases  publication  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  City  Council  may  direct,  of  any  notice  pro- 
dded for  in  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  and 
ralid  notice. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force

east  half  of  the  west  half  of  the  northeast  quarter  of 
section  number  eleven,  all  of  the  foregoing  described 
land  being  in  town  number  one  hundred  and  twelve 
north,  of  range  number  twenty-six  west,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  created  a  Borough,  by  the  nsune  of 
Henderson.

to  the  other  executive  officers  of  said  corporation, 
whether  said  officers  are  created  by  this  act,  or  here- 
after shall  be,  under  section  five  thereof.  He  shall 
have  power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  call  out  and 
use  in  such  manner  as  to  him  may  seem  most  proper, 
all  the  constabulary  or  police  force,  or  any  organized 
or  unorganized  force  of  armed  citizens  of  said  borough,

at  all  meetings  thereof.  He  shall  have  the  custody  Dutiet  of  cierk. 
of  the  seal  of  said  corporation,  and  of  all  the  records 
thereof,  not  necessarily  an  i  specifically  appertaining  to 
the  other  officers  thereof.  He  shall  receive  all  mon- 
eys payable  to  said  corporation,  and  shall  immediate- 
ly pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer,  charging  him 
therewith,  and  taking  his  receipt  therefor.  He  shall 
keep  all  the  accounts  of  said  corporation,  and  shall 
audit  all  claims  against  the  same,  but  no  claim  shall 
be  allowed  by  him,  unless  he  shall  have  authority  to 
do  the  same,  by  some  general  or  special  ordinance. 
He  shall  draw  all  orders  upon  the  treasurer  for  mon- 
eys payable  by  said  corporation,  but  no  such  order 
shall  ever  be  drawn  by  said  clerk,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  in  full  or  part  payment  of  a  claim  against 
said  corporation,  previously  audited  and  allowed,  and 
there  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  said  treasurer,  moneys 
belonging  to  said  corporation,  otherwise  unappropri- 
ated and  undrawn  for,  sufficient  to  pay  said  order. 
Every  order  shall  bear  the  seal  of  said  corporation, 
and  be  endorsed  by  the  clerk,  over  his  official  signa- 
ture, as  follows :  "  Authorized  by  an  ordinance  en- 
titled (here  insert  the  title,^  ordained  on  the  (here 
insert  the  day  and  year  of  tlie  passage  of  said  ordi- 
dinance.")  The  clerk  shall  levy  or  assess  all  .taxes,  or 
assessments,  authorized  by  ordinance  of  the  council, 
and  for  that  purpose,  or  in  connection  therewith, 
shall  have  access  to,  and  the  right  to  make  copy  of, 
all  and  any  records  pertaining  to  taxes,  kept  or  made 
by  the  several  officers,  or  any  of  them,  in  and  for  the 
townships  surrounding,  or  the  county  including  said 
borough.  He  shall  make  at  the  close  of  each  official 
year,  to  the  council,  a  condensed  report  of  all  his  do-

Provided^  Tliat  in  matters 
arising  solely  under  this  act,  or  under  the  ordinances 
made  in  pursuance  thereof,  no  change  of  venue  shall 
be  taken  from  the  borough  Justice,  except  to  another 
borough  Justice,  whenever  said  borough  shall  have 
more  than  one  Justice.  Provided  further^  That  all 
writs  and  processes  of  said  borough  Justice  in  relation 
to  such  of  the  matters  arising  solely  under  this  act,  or 
such  ordinances  as  shall  be  of  a  penal  nature,  may  be 
issued  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  said  bor- 
ough is  situated.  The  borough  Justice  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  his  official  doings,  and  he  shall  forthwith 
pay  over  to  the  Clerk  of  said  borough  all  fines  collect- 
ed by  him. 

Sec,  10.  The  Constable  elected  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  shall  be  the  ministerial  officer  of  the 
Council  and  of  the  court  in  and  for  said  borough,  and 
belong  to  the  police  force  of  said  borough ;  but  the 
kind  and  amount  of  compensation  for  his  services  as 
such,  except  as  in  section  ten  of  this  act  is  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance  of  the  Council, 
and  said  Constable  shall,  within  the  county  in  which

tion thereof  by  some  officer  of  the  town,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

FmiHh. — ^To  prevent  and  punish  horse  racing,  and 
knmoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets ;  to  com- 
pel persons  to  fasten  their  horses,  or  other  animals, 
attached  to  vehicles  6t  otherwise,  while  standing  in 
the  streets,  and  to  regulate  places  of  bathing  and 
swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  limits  of  the  town. 

Fifth — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the 
distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  pen- 
alties on  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of 
the  ordinances,  and  to  enforce  and  collect  the  same. 

Sixth — To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  to 
impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  to  authorize  their  de- 
struction in  a  summary  manner,  when  at  large  contra- 
ry to  the  ordinance. 

Seventh — ^To  prevent  any  person  bringing,  deposit- 
ing, or  having  within  said  district,  any  putrid  carcass, 
or  patrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork,  fish,  hides,  or  skins 
of  any  kind,  or  other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to 
require  the  removal  of  the  same  by  any  person  who 
shall  have  upon  his  premises  any  such  substance,  or 
by  the  person  who  shall  have  put  the  same  thereon, 
and  to  require  the  removal  from  any  street,  lane,  pub- 
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li<3  square,  or  alley,  of  any  such  substance,  by  any 
person  who  shall  have  put  or  allowed  the  same  to  be 
put  thereon,  and  in  default,  to  authorize  the  removal 
thereof  at  the  expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

Eighth — ^To  make  and  establish  public  pounds, 
^JJ|^*"**'^°P*^*  pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  hydrants,  and  reservoirs,  and 
^  *^"'  to  make  all  needful  regulations  respecting  the  same. 

Ninth — ^To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  the  compensation  for  their 
services,  and  make,  in  their  discretion,  any  needful 
rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  same,  to  pro- 
vide hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  to  make  provision 
for  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  and  the  re- 
turns of  the  bills  of  mortality,  to  regulate  the  burial 
of  the  dead,  and  to  make  and  enforce  by  ordinance, 
and  with  such  penalties  as  they  may  see  fit  to  pre- 
scribe, not  to  exceed  those  hereins^ter  named,  all 
such  sanitary  rules  and  regulations,  of  whatever  na- 
ture or  character,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient for  the  preservation  of  health,  the  suppression 
of  disease,  or  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of 
contageous  diseases,  and  to  do  and  authorize  all  acts 
necessary  to  these  ends. 

Tenth — ^To  prevent  all  persons  doing  damage  to  the 
side-walks,  streets,  or  public  property. 

Eleventh — ^To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunken- 
ness and  brawling,  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or 
public  places,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  pun- 
ishment of  all  persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Twelfth — ^To  license  and  regulate,  in  their  discre- 
tion, the  exhibition  of  common  showmen,  and  shows 
of  all  kinds,  and  the  exhibition  of  caravans,  circuses, 
concerts,  and  theatrical  performances,  and  also  to  U- 
cense  and  regulate  all  auctioneers,  billiard  tables, 
pigeon-hole  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  bowling 
saloons,  butchers'  shops,  and  butchers'  stalls,  and 
venders  of  butchers'  meats,  pawn-brokers,  groceries, 
taverns,  lager  beer  saloons,  and  all  persons  vending, 
dealing  in  or  disposing  of  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or 
fermented  liquors:  Provided^  That  this  clause  shall 
not  be  60  construed  as  to  affect  or  prevent  pork  pack- 
ers disposing  of  offal  or  trimmings  of  hogs,  nor  shall 
any  person  selling  game,  or  who  may  dispose  of  any 
animals  raised  or  fatted  by  him,  or  who  may  sell  fresh 
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meats  by  the  carcass,  or  in  quantities  not  less  than  by  powcnofsupcr- 
the  quarter,  be  deemed  or  held  to  be  a  vender  of  fresh  ^**«"- 
or  butchers' meats,  under  the 'provisions  of  this  clause. 
Thirteenth — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions 
of  gaming,  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and 
all  playing  of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chance, 
for  the  purpose  of  gambling ;  to  restrain  any  person 
from  vending,  giving,  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  fer- 
mented or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the 
board  of  supervisors. 

F<mrteenth — To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturb- 
ance and  disorderly  assemblages,  and  to  provide  for 
the  arrest  and  punishment  of  any  person  or  persons 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same ;  to  suppress  disorder- 
ly houses  or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill  fame,  and  to 
provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  the  keepers 
thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  all  instru- 
ments used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming. 

Fifteenth — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of 
weighing  hay  and  selling  the  same,  and  the  measur- 
ing and  selling  firewood,  coal  and  lime,  to  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same, 
and  to  make,  in  their  discretion,  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  in  regard  thereto,  and  to  impose  any 
necessary  fines,  penalties  or  punishments  for  any  vio- 
lation or  evasion  of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Sixteenth — ^To  regulate  the  time,  manner  and  place 
of  holding  public  auctions  or  vendues. 

Seventeenth — ^To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  stand- 
ard of  weights  and  measures,  for  the  appointment  of  a 
town  sealer,  and  to  require  all  weights  and  measures 
to  be  sealed  by  him,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  the  use  of  false  weights  and  measures. 

Eighteenth — To  direct  and  regulate  planting  and 
preserving  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets  and  public 
grounds. 

Nineteenth — ^To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction or  encroachment  on  the  streets,  alleys,  pub- 
lic grounds  and  highways,  and  to  remove  and  abate 
any  nuisance  at  any  place  within  said  town. 

Twentieth — ^To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  men- 
dicants, street  beggars  and  prostitutes.

In  reference  to  doom  it  uecossary  to  coustruct  Or  repair  any  side- 
•idewaikg.  walk,  they  shall  require  the  street  commissioner  to 
notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  acljoitting  such 
side-walk,  to  make  or  repair  the  same  at  his  own 
proper  cost  and  charge ;  said  notice  to  be  by  publica- 
tion-in  a  public  newspaper  of  said  town,  once  in  each 
week  for  six  successive  weeks.  If  such  work  is  not

tract  of  land  or  real  property  sold  in  pursuance  of  this 
act,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  not  be  redeemed 
within  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale,  shall  be  convey- 
ed by  the  officer  making  such  sale  to  the  purchaser  or 
his  assigns,  as  herein  provided ;  but  any  tract  of  land 
sold,  or  any  real  property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  may 
be  redeemed  within  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale,  or 
at  any  time  before  the  deed  is  executed,  by  the  owner 
or  any  person  interested  therein,  paying  to  the  officer 
making  such  sale,  or  to   his  successor,  the  amount  for 
which  the  same  Was  sold,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the  legal  charges 
thereon.    If  the  estate  of  an  infant  or  a  lunatic  be 
sold,  the  same  may  be  redeemed,  on  the  like  terms,  at 
any  time  within  one  year  after  such  disability  shall 
have  been  removed.

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Sec.  15.    The  assignee  of  any  tax  certificate,  by  in- 
Deed  to  be  ftxr-  doFsement  thereon,  of  any  premises  sold  for  taxes  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  deed 
of  such  premises  in  his  own  name,  and  with  the  same 
effect  as  though  he  had  been  the  original  purchaser. 

Sec  16.  If  at  any  sale  of  realtor  personal  estate  for 
taxes  or  assessments,  no  bid  shall  be  made  sufficient  to 
cover  the  amount  of  taxes  or  assessments  and  charges 
thereon,  for  any  parcel  of  land,  or  any  goods  and  chat- 
tels, the  same  shall  be  struck  off  to  the  Board  of  Su- 
sop^aore  may  pervisors  of  the  town  of  Minneapolis,  for  and  in  behalf 
of  said  town,  and  thereupon  said  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  receive  a  certificate  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  shall 
(as  also  their  successors)  be  vested  with  the  same 
rights  (in  behalf  of  said  town)  as  other  purchasers  are 
or  would  be  in  their  own  right.  K  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors shall  become  the  purchasers  of  any  personal 
property  by  virtue  of  this  act,  the  Treasurer  shall  have 
the  power  to  sell  the  same  at  public  sale,  giving  at 
least  six  days  previous  notice  by  posting  wntten  ro 
printed  notices  in  three  public  places  in  said  town, 
and  in  case  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  aforesaid 
shall  become  the  purchasers  of  any  real  estate,  at  any 
tax  sale,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  sell  the  certifi- 
cates issued  therefor  for  the  amount  sold  and  interest, 
and  to  endorse  and  transfer  such  certificates  to  the 
purchaser. 

All  deeds  purporting  on  their  face  to  have 
been  executed  on  account  of  sales  for  taxes  or  assess- 
ments under  this  act,  shall  be  in  all  cB,Qes  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  validity  of  such  tax,  and  if  the  title 
conveyed  by  such  deed  shall  come  in  question,  shall 
be  primafacie  evidence  of  all  facts  recited  in  such 
deeds,  so  far  as  they  may  affect  the  validity  of  the  ti- 
tle conveyed  by  such  deed. 

Sec.  18.  The  officer  making  such  tax  sale,  or  his 
successor,  shall  receive  any  moneys  that  may  be  legal- 
ly tendered  him  for  the  redemption  of  lands  sold  for 
taxes,  and  he  shall  keep  an  account  thereof,  and  pay 
the  same  over  on  demand  to  the  person  entitled  to 
receive  the  same ;  he  shall  cancel  all  certificates  so 
redeemed,  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  deliver  over 
to  his  successor  all  redemption  money  in  his  hands,

of  any  incorporated  town,  and  he  shall  include  in  such 
assessment  all  the  real  property  and  the  owners  there- 
of within  said  town,  so  far  as  he  may  be  able,  in  the 
manner  above  provided  in  case  of  personal  property. 

Sec.  20.  No  sale  under  execution  or  other  proceed-  *****  "^*  ^  •'* 
ing,  upon  a  judgment,  decree,  foreclosure  or  lien,  and  *"*' 
no  transfer  or  mortgage  shall  divest  or  affect  the  lien 
of  any  assessment  for  any  tax,  or  for  any  improve- 
ments, chargeable  to,  or  assessed  against  the  property 
under  this  act,  although  the  confirmation  of  such  as- 
sessment may  be  subsequent  to  the  lien  of  said  judg- 
ment, decree  or  other  lien,  or  to  said  transfer  or  mort- 
gage- 

Sec.  21.  In  addition  to  the  remedies  herein  provid-  powen  of soper- 
ed  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assessments  suit^iwrs. 
may  be  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  be- 
half of  said  town,  in  the  District  Court,  in  and  for 
Hennepin  county,  or  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
residing  in  said  town,  to  recover  any  tax  or  assess- 
ment for  work  or  improvement  or  benefits  chargeable 
to  lots  under  this  act,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any  tax  or 
assessment  which  may  be  levied  or  made  under  this 
act  against  the  parties  liable  therefor,  or  against  the 
owner  of  such  property  so  taxed  or  assessed,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  suits  are  instituted  under  the

TiMTs.  the  power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden 

buildings  or  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall  not 
be  considered  fire  proof^  shall  not  be  erected,  placed 
or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  all  and  any  buildings 
within  the  limits  prescribed  shall  be  made  and  con- 
structed of  fire  proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  repair- 
ing or  building  any  wooden  buildings  within  the  fire 
limits,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  damaged  to  the 
extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to 
prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  damage. 

2.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  to 
prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of 
chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes, 
ovens,  boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any 
building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or 
placed  in  a  safe  or  secure  place,  when:  considered  dan* 
gerous. 

Any  building  erected,  placed  or  repaired,  and  any 
chimney,  fire  place,  hearth,  stove,  stove  pipe,  oven^ 
boiler^  or  any  other  thing  or  substance  placed,  used 
or  remaining,  and  any  business  or  occupation  being 
engaged  in  contrary  to  any  rule,  regulation  or  ordi- 
nance which  may  be  made  in  pursuance  of  subdivisions 
one  and  two  of  this  section,  or  of  any  powers  or 
provisions  in  this  act  contained,  designed  to  give  effect 
to  said  subdivisions,  is  hereby  declared  a  nuisance^ 
and  the  board  of  supervisors  are  hereby  authorized 
summarily,  or  in  their  descretion,  to  abate  the  same, 
or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  abated;  and  aU  acts  and 
things  so  done  by  them  or  their  authorized  agent  or 
agents  shall  be  held  to  be  lawfully  done  and  exercised.

7.  To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings 
to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  to 
the  same. 

8.  To  provide  for  the  construction  of  such  reser- 
voir or  reservoirs,  hydrant  or  hydrants,  as  they  ijaay 
deem  necessary,  and  to  make  and  enforce  all  needful 
regulations  and  orders  respecting  the  same. 

9.  To  authorize  the  marshal  and  assistant  marshals 
to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire  all  idle  and 
suspected  persons,  and  to  compel  all  by-standers  to 
aid  m  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  in  the  preser- 
vation of  property  exposed  to  dangers  thereat ;  and 
generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  preven- 
tion and  extinguishment  of  fires,  as  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors may  deem  expedient. 

Sbc.23.  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  have  power  ii^pn„ai«t 
to  purchase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  tire  engines. 

for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  for  the  use  of  said  town 
a  steam  fire  engine,  together  with  hose  for  the  same, 
and  other  necessary  fire  apparatus,  and  for  building, 
purchasing,  or  otherwise  providing  a  convenient  and 
suitable  place  for  keeping  the  same,  and  for  building 
suitable  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose, said  board  of  supervisors  are  authorized  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  town  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars,  which  said  bonds  shall  be  issued 
in  amounts  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  shall  not  run  over  two  years  from  their  date,  and 
shall  not  draw  over  ten  per  cent  interest  per  annum;

CHAPTER  IL. 

ELECTIONS.. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  election  fcr  Annual  eiectiom, 
elective  officers,  hereinafter  provided,  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April  of  each  year,  at  such  place  in  each 
ward  as  the  common  council  shall  designate ;  and  the 
polls  shall  be  kept  open  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore-

Peace,  for  the  said  city,  who  shall  be  styled  City  Jus- 
tice, all  of  which  said  officers  shall  be  residents  with- 
in and  qualified  voters  of  said  city.  Each  ward  shall 
elect  two  Aldermen,  who  shall  be  residents  within  and 
qualified  voters  of  the  ward  for  which  they  may  be  \ 

elected,  all  other  officers  necessary  for  the  proper  ' 
management  of  the  affairs  of  said  city  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  common  council  unless  otherwise  provided. 
At  the  first  election  under  this  act,  after  it  shall  have 
gone  into  efiect,  there  shall  be  elected  in  each  ward 
one  Alderman,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year, 
one  Alderman  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years, 
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the  same  to  be  designated  upon  the  ticket  voted.    The 
City  Justice  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  un- 
til his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.    All  other 
elective  officers  shall  hold  their-  respective  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  unless  otherwise  herein  provided. 
Office  holders         Seo.  3.    Every  person  appointed  to  any  office  by 
mAjberemoyed.  the  commou  couucil,  or  elected  to  any  office  by  the 
people,  may  be  removed  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  authorized  to  be  elect- 
ed.

'  the  persons  voted  for,  with  a  proper  designation  of 
the  office  written  or  printed  thereon,  and  a  plurality 
of  votes  shall  constitute  an  election.  When  two  or 
more  candidates  for  an  elective  office  shall  receive  an 
equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election 
shall  be  determined  by  the  casting  of  lots,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  common  council,  at  such  time  and  in 
such  manner  as  they  shall  direct. 
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Sec.  6.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  State  and 
county  officers  and  who  shall  have  resided  for  ten  days  p^„oiis  enuaed 
next  preceding  the  election  in  the  ward  where  they  to  vote. 
oflFer  their'  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  offi- 
cer to  be  elected  under  this  act  and  to  hold  any  office 
hereby  created ;  and  the  different  wards  established 
by  law  shall  constitute  the  election  precinct  for  State 
and  county,  as  well  as  city  elections ;  and  the  mode  of 
conducting  all  State  and  county  elections  in  said  city 
shall  be  in  the  manner  herein  provided  in  reference 
to  city  elections,  except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall 
be  made  by  the  judges  of  election  to  the  county 
auditor  of  the  county  of  Hennepin,  within  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  proscribed  by  law. 

Seo.  7.  The  elections  of  said  city  shall  be  held  and  how  election  to 
conducted  by  the  two  aldermen  and  one  other  legal  be  eondncted.

shall  make  returns  thereof,  stating  therein  the  number 
of  votes  for  each  person  for  each  and  every  office,  and 
shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  such  returns  to 
the  clerk  of  the  common  council,  who  shall  forthwith 
give  notice  taeacb  of  the  aldermen  of  their  respective 
elections.

Sec  9.     Special  elections  to  fill  vacancies,  or  for  special  eieetioii. 
any  other  purpose,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  by 
the  alderman  of  each  ward,  in  the  same  manner  and 
the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made  in  the  same  form 
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and  manner  as  general  and  annual   elections  and 
within  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  resolution. 
Sec.  10.     Any  officer  removing  from   the  city  or 
ward  for  which  he  was  elected,  or  any  officer  who  shall 
c^^*****"^^*'  neglect  or  refuse  for  ten  days  after  notice  of  his  elec- 
tion or  appointment  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  va- 
cated his  office,  and  the  common  council  shall  proceed 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  as  herein  prescribed. 
Tennofofflcen.      Sec.  11.    The  term  of  every  officer  elected  under

CHAPTER  m. 

POWERS   AND  DUTIES   OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1 .    Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to 
offlcert  to  take  ^^^^  office  Under  this  ^ct,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon 

the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of 
office,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  and 
the  treasurer,  clerk,  comptroller,  wharf  master,  street 
commissioner,  collectors,  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
common  council  may  direct,  shall  severally,-  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
execute  to  the  city  of  Minneapolis  a  bond,  with  at 
least  two  sureties,  who  shall  make  affidavit  that  they 
are  each  worth  the  penalty  specified  in  said  bonds, 
over  and  above  all  debts,  exemptions  or  liabilities,  and 
said  bonds  shall  contain  such  penal  sum  and  such  con- 
ditions as  the  common  council  may  deem  proper;  and 
they  may  from  time  to  time  require  new  or  additional 
bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Sec  2.    The  mayor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  of 
*  the  State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  are  duly  ob- 
served and  enforced,  -and  that  all  other  executive

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officers  of  the  city  discharge  their  respective  duties.  Datitiof  luycr. 
He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the  common  council 
such  information  and  recommend  such  measures  as  he 
may  deem  advantageous  to  the  city.  The  mayor  shall 
be  chief  executive  officer  and  head  of  the  police  of 
the  city,  and  shall  appoint  all  police  officers  and 
watchmeA ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbances 
he  may  appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  con- 
stables as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  any  police 
officer  or  watchman  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  afore- 
said, may  be  discharged  from  office  by  him,  whenever, 
in  his  opinion,  the  welfare  of  the  city  may  demand  it, 
or  a  reduction  of  their  number  render  it  necessary. 
All  ordinances  and  resolutions  shall,  before  they  take 
effect,  be  presented  to  the  mayor,  and  if  he  approve 
thereof  he  shall  sign  the  same,  and  such  as  he  shall 
not  sign  he  shall  return  to  the  common  council  with 
his  objections  thereto,  by  depositing  the  same  with 
the  city  clerk,  to  be  presented  to  the  common  council 
at  their  next  meeting  th^after ;  upon  the  return  of 
any  ordinance  or  resolution  by  the  mayor,  the  vote  by 
which  the  same  was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered,  and 
if^  after  such  reconsideration,  the  common  council 
shall  pass  the  same  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  it  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  approved  by  the  mayor,  and 
in  such  case  the  vote  shall  be  by  ayes  and  nays,  which 
shall  be  entered  by  the  city  clerk  of  record.  If  any 
ordinance  or  resolution  shall  not  be  returned  by  the 
mayor  within  five  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it 
shall  be  presented  to  him  the  same  shall  have  the 
same  effect  as  if  approved  by  him. 

Skc.  3.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council 
in  each  year,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  coondi  to  elect 
from  their  number  a  president  and  vice  president,  rreiident,  etc. 
The  president  shall  preside  oyer  the  meetings  of  the 
the  common  council,  and  during  the  absence  of  the 
mayor  from  the  city,  or  his  inability  from  any  reason 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  said  president 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  the  mayor.  In  case  the  president  shall  be 
absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  common  council,  the 
vice  president  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  such 
president  and  act  in  his  place.

mon  council  and  performing  the  duties  of  mayor, 
shall  be  styled  acting  mayor,  and  acts  performed  by 
him,  when  acting  as  mayor  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  validity  as  if  performed  by  the  mayor. 
Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  city,  styled 
the  city  clerk,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  common 
council  and  hold  his  office  at  the  city  hall.

The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
elect  an  attorney  for  the  city,  who  shall  perform  all 
professional  services  incident  to  the  office,  and  when 
required,  shall  furnish  opinions  upon  any  subject  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  the  common  council  or  its  commit- 
tees. 

Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  be- 
longing to  the  city,  including  license  money  and  fines, 
and  keep  an  accurate  and  detailed  account  thereof,  in 
such  manner  as  the  common  council  shall  from  time 
to  time  direct  The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
common  council  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  an- 
nual election,  or  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a  full  and 
detailed  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  af-> 
ter  the  date  of  the  Jast  annual  report,  and  also  of  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  which  account  shall  be  filed 
with  the  clerk,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  all  the  papers  of  the  city.

In  all  cases  of 
convictions  for  assaults,  batteries,  and  affrays,  within 
said  city,  and  in  all  cases  of  conviction  under  any  or- 
dinance of  said  city,  for  breach  of  the  peace,  disorder- 
ly conduct,  keeping  houses  of  ill-fame,  or  frequenting 
the  same,  and  of  keeping  or  maintaining  disorderly 
and  ill-governed  houses,  the  said  justice  shall  have

appoint  keepers  and  other  officers  for  the  same,  and 
prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  t;ompensation;  the 
keepers  of  said  prison  and  watch  houses  shall  have 
and  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  jailors,  at 
the  common  law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this  State.

Eleventh — To  make  and  establish  public  pounds, 
pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  hydrants  and  reservoirs,  to 
regulate  and  license  hacks,  carts,  omnibusses,  and  the 
charges  of  hackmen,  draymen,  cartmen,  and  omnibus 
drivers  in  the  city,  and  to  erect  lamps  and  to  provide 
for  lighting  the  city,  and  to  contract  for  the  erection  of 
gas  works  for  lighting  the  streets  and  public  grounds 
and  public  buildings,  and  to  create,  alter  and  extend 
lamp  districts. 

Twelfth — ^To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  healti, 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  the  registra- 
tion of  births  and  deaths,  and  the  returns  of  the  bills 
of  mortality,  and  tegulate  or  prevent  the  burial  of  the 
dead  within  the  city  limits. 

Thirteenth — ^To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of 
bread,  and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of 
bread  baked  contrary  thereto. 

Fourteenth — ^To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  ox,  mule,  cattle  or  other  animal,  on  the  sidewalks 
in  said  city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damages  to  such 
sidewalks. 

Fifteenth — To  prevent  the  shooting  of  firearms  or 
cracKers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  firearms 
in  any  situation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  coun- 
cil dangerous  to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or 
annoying  any  citizen  thereof. 

Sixteenth — ^To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunken- 
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Bess  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment 
of  all  such  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same,     powert  of  co«n- 

Seventeenth — ^To  restrain  and  regulate  porters,  and  di. 
also  runners,  agents,  and  solicitors  for  boats,  vessels, 
stages,  cars,  public  houses,  or  other  establishments. 

Eighteenth — ^To  establish  public  markets  and  other 
public  buildings,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  same,  to  appoint  suitable  offi- 
cers for  overseeing  and  regulating  such  markets,  and 
to  restrain  all  persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering 
with  the  due  observance  of  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions.

Twenty-first — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalk,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto, 
and  to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from 
the  lot  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances 
as  the  board  of  health  shall  direct ;  and  in  his  default  ' 
to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  thereof,  by 
some  officer  of  the  city,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner 
or  occupant. 

Twenty-second — To  control  and  regulate  the  con- 
struction of  piers  or  wharves,  or  grading  said  wharves 
into  the  Mississippi  river  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  city,  and  to  prescribe  and  control  the  prices  to 
be  charged  for  pierage  or  wharfage  thereon,  and  to 
prevent  and  remove  all  obstructions  in  the  water  of 
said  river,  and  to  prescribe  and  regulate  rates  of 
wharfage  and  pierage  to  be  charged  to  any  boat  or 
vessel  landing  or  mooring  at  any  landing,  wharf  or 
pier,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  paid  to  said 
city,  and  to  regulate  the  landings,  levee,  wharves, 
and  piers  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  boats  and 
vessels  landing  and  mooring  at  the  same.

Twenty-ninth — ^To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting 
and  preservation  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets, 
alleys,  public  grounds  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Thirtieth — ^To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance  in- 
jurious to  the  public  health,  and  to  provide  for  the 
punishment  of  all  persons  who  shall  cause  or  maintain 
9uch  nuisance. 

Thirty-first — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance, 
obstruction  or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys, 
public  grounds  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Thirty -second — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regula- 
tions which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
preservation  of  health  and  the  suppression  of  disease, 
and  to  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction 
of  contagious  diseases  into  the  city,  and  to  make 
quarantine  laws,  and  enforce  the  same  within  the 
city.

scription of  the  land  and  the  names  of  the  owners,  if 
known  to  them,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  costs  of 
the  proceeding. 

Upon  such  report  being  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  city

How  damftRes  to  The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  or 
be  disused  of.  deposited  and  set  apart  in  the  treasury  of  said  city,  to 
and  for  the  use  of  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  within 
one  year  from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment 
and  report,  and  the  land  required  to  be  taken  shall 
not  be  appropriated  until  the  damages  awarded  to  the 
owner  thereof  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner 
or  his  agent,  or  deposited  and  set  apart  for  his  use  as

those  so  specified  considered,  and  a  transcript  of  such 
report,  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  or  the  original 
thereof,  shall  h^  prima  facie  evidence  ot  the  facts 
therein  stated,  and  that  such  assessment  was  regular 
and- just  and  made  in  conformity  to  law,  and  that  all 
proper  notices  were  duly  given  and  proper  proceed- 
ings had.  The  judgment  of  the  district  court  therein 
shall  be  final ;  such  appeal  shall  be  entered  and 
brought  on  for  trial  and  be  governed  by  the  same  rules 
in  other  respects  as  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace 
in  civil  actions. 

Sec.  8.  The  expenses  of  building,  repairing  and  main-  how  expenses  to 
taining  bridges  (except  those  mentioned  in  the  next  sec-  ^e  apportioned. 
tion)  laying  out,  opening  widening  and  straightening 
highways,  streets  and  public  grounds  within  said  city, 
shall  be  borne  by  the  district  within  which  the  same 
may  lie,  but  the  expenses  of  grading,  repairing,  con- 
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tracting,  paving  and  cleaning  the  public  groands, 
highways,  streets,  alleys,  reservoirs,  gutters,  sewers 
and  sidewalks  within  said  citv,  shall  be  borne  bv  the 
ward  in  which  said  work  is  done ;  and  all  damages  as- 
sessed for  private  property  taken  for  public  use  (save 
what  is  mentioned  in  the  next  section)  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  seven  of  this  chapter,  shall  also  be 
paid  for  from  moneys  raised  in  the  district  w^ithin  which 
such  property  is  taken,  and  shall  in  each  case  be  rais- 
ed by  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  prop- 
er district:  Provided^  That  the  common  council  shall 
have  no  power  to  authorize  ^ny  sach  expense  to  be 
incurred,  nor  to  levy  any  tax  to  meet  the  same,  unless 
a  majority  of  the  aldermen  elected  from  the  wards 
composing  the  district  affected  thereby^  shall  vote  in 
favor  of  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  The  expenses  of  building,  repairing  and 
maintaining  bridges  across  the  Mississippi  river,  or 
from  either  shore  to  the  islands  therein,  and  all  dam- 
ages for  private  property  upon  any  of  such  islands 
which  may  be  taken  for  public  use,  shall  be  paid  oat 
of  the  general  funds  of  said  city:  Provided^  That  no 
such  expenses  shall  be  incurred  except  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  aldermen  elected. 

Sec.  10.  The  school  system  heretofore  in  force  in 
each  of  said  districts  shall  remain  the  same,  except 
that  the  corporation  heretofore  known  as  ''The  Board 
of  Education  of  the  city  of  Saint  Anthony,"  shall  here- 
after be  stvled  and  known  as  "The  Board  of  Education 
of  the  First  District  of  Minneapolis,"  and  the  corpora- 
tion heretofore  known  as  "The  Board  of  Education  of 
the  town  of  Minneapolis,"  shall  hereafter  be  styled 
and  known  as .  ''The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Second 
District  of  Minneapolis." 

Sec.  11.  The  elections  for  directors  in  said  first  dis- 
trict shall  take  place  at  the  time  of  the  annual  city 
elections,  and  such  directors  shall  be  voted  for  upon 
the  same  ticket  with  city  and  ward  officers  in  said  dis- 
trict ;  and  all  powders  with  reference  to  said  district 
heretofore  vested  in  the  city  council  of  the  city  of 
Saint  Anthony,  are  hereby  vested  in  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis ;  and  all  reports 
heretofore  required  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  educa- 
tion of  the  city  of  Saint  Anthony  to  said  city  council, 
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sRair  liereafter  be  made  by  the  board  of  education  of 
said  first  district  to  said  common  council ;  and  all  du- 
ties heretofore  performed  by  oflScers  of  the  city  of 
Saint  Anthony  respecting  the  business  or  affturs  of 
Buch  board  of  education,  shall  hereafter  be  performed- 
by  officers  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis  exercisiilg  like 
functions. 

CHAPTER  VIL    ^ 

FIKE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.    The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of  powewof  coim- 
guarding  against  the  calamities   of  fire,  shall  have  cii  m  relation  to 
power  to  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden  *'^*** 
buildings  or  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall 
not  be  considered  fire-proof,  shall  not  be  erected  plac- 
ed or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that  all  and  any  build- 
ings within  the  limits  prescribed  shall  be  made  and 
constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the 
repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings  witliin  fire 
limits  when  the  same  shall  have  been  damaged  to  the 
extent  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to 
prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  damage. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of 
chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes,  runhcr  powcn. 
ovens,  boilers,  and  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any 
building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or 
placed  in  ^  safe  and  secure  condition  when  considered 
dangerous. 

To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places, 
and  throwing  of  ashes  in  the  streets  and  highways. 

To  require  the  inhabitants  to  provide  as  many  fire 
buckets  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall 
prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of 
flre. 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufac- 
tories dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires. 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and 
firearms. 

To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  to 
have  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  to  the 
same. 
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To  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  wardens  and 
other  oificers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  vicini- 
ty of  any  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to 
compel  all  by-standers  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
lires  and  in  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to 
dangers  thereat,  and  generally  to  establish  such  regu^ 
lations  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires 
as  the  common  council  may  deem  expedient. 
DiYides  the  city      Sec.  3.    That  the  said  city  shall  be  divided  into  two 
intofivedistricta  fire  districts,  the  said  divisions  to  correspond  to  the 
aforesaid  divisions  of  the  first  and  second  districts  of 
Minneapolis,  and  that  all  property  connected  with  the 
fire  department  and  now  belonging  to  the  city  of  Saint

The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
chase  fire  en-    purchaso  fire  engiues  and  other  fire-  apparatus,  and  to 
ffincH,  Ac.         authorize  the  formation  of  fire  engines,  hook-and-lad- 
der  and  hose  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and 
proper  support  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and  to  order 
such  companies  to  be  disbanded,  and  their  meeting  to 
be  prohibited,  and  their  apparatus  to  be  given  up.  Each 
company  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  able-bodied 
men,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty  years,  and 
may  elect  their  own  officers  and  form  their  own  laws, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  city,  and  shall  be  formed  only  by  vol- 
untary enlistments.    Every  member  of  each  company 
hereby  authorized  to  be  formed,  shall  be  exempt  from 
highway  work  and  poll-tax,  from  serving  on  juries, 
and  from  military   duty,  during  the  continuance  of 
such  membershij):    Provided^   That  in  all  questions 
involving  any  tax  or  expenditure  relating  to  either  of 
said  districts,  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  alder- 
men of  that  district  shall  be  obtained. 
Fire  Companies      "Sec.  5.     There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  companies 
-racctiDgs.       of  each  district  on  the  third  Monday  of  November  in 
each  and  every  year,  at  such  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  district,  when  they 
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may  nominate  for  each  district  a  chief  engineer  and 
two  assistant  engineers,  and  the  common  council  shall 
thereupon  confirm  such  nominations;  but  after  the 
first  general  election  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mon council  to  appoint  said  officers,  to  continue  in  ^'*  ^»'<'«»»*- 
office  until  the  time  of  said  nominations  as  aforesaid.

Skc.  7.  Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  penaitus. 
any  lawful  order  of  any  engineer,  fire  warden,  mayor 
or  alderman,  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
officers  giving  such  order  to  arrest,  or  to  direct  orally 
any  constable,  police  officer,  watchman,  or*ahy  citi- 
zen to  arrest  such  person,  and  to  confine  him  tempo- 
rarily in  any  safe  place,  until  such  fire  shall  be  extin- 
guished; and  in  the  same  manner,  such  officers,  or 
any  of  them,  may  arrest,  or  direct  the  arrest  and  con- 
finement of  any  person  at  such  fire  who  shall  be  in- 
toxicated or  disorderly ;  and  any  person  who  shall  re- 
fuse to  obey  any  such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall  re- 
fuse to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting  any  person  so  refus- 
iDg,  shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  as  the  common 
council  may  prescribe,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

CITY  BUILDINGS   AND  PARK. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Min- 
neapolis are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pur-  ch™  p°urcha"J 
chase  for  said  city,  that  part  of  Nicollet  island  lying  NJcoiietuiand, 
north  of  the  road  which  leads  to  the. suspension  briclge, 
at  a  price  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  forty-seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  reserving  to  the  present 
owners  of  said  island  such  water  rights  and  boom 
privileges  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  in  payment 
therefor  to  issue  bonds  of  said  city,  drawing  interest 
payable  either  annually  or  semi-annually  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  eight  per  cent,  in  denominations  of  not  less 
10 
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than  five  hundred  dollars  each,  and  payable  at  such 
times  and  places  as  the  common  council  may  desig- 
nate :  Provided^  That  no  greater  amount  than  eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  such 
bonds  shall  be  made  payable  within  one  year  from 
the  issuance  thereof,  nor  any  greater  than  a  like  addi-

Sec.  15.  No  sale  under  execution  or  other  proceed-

Whenever  the  common  council  shall  deem  street  commu- 
it  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk  with-  »i<»°e'  ^  «*▼« 
in  said  city  of  Minneapolis,  they  shall  require  the°^**°*' 
street  commissioner  of  the  district  within  which  said 
improvement  is  proposed,  to  notify  the  owner  or  own- 
ers or  occupants  of  any  .lot  or  lots  adjoining  such 
sidewalk,  to  make  or  repair  the  same  at  his  or  their 
own  proper  cost  and  charge,  within  a  certain  time 
designated,  by  the  publication  in  the  official  paper  of 
said  city,  for  two  weeks,  of  a  notice  setting  forth  what 
work  is  required  to  be  done  by  such  owner  or  owners 
or  occupants,  and  the  time  within  which  he  or  they 
are  required  to  do  the  same. 

If  such  work  is  not  done  in  the  manner  and  within 
the  time  prescribed,  the  common  council  may  order 
the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  lots  a^oining 
such  sidewalks,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  as- 
sessed upon  such  lots  so  chargeable,  by  the  said  street  Lotstobeciurr

CHAPTER  X. 

ACCEPTANCE  OP  CHARTER  AND  FIRST  ELECTIOK. 

Section  1.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  accept- 
when/^  *°~  ance  or  rejection  to  the  electors  of  each  of  the  two 
districts  which  compose  said  city  of  Minneapolis,  at 
elections  which  shall  be  holden  for  that  purpose. 
The  election  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  holden 
in  the  second  district  of  Minneapolis  on  the  nine-

Sbction  1.  That  the  city  of  Hastings  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  one  school  district,  and  hereafter  all  schools 
organized  therein  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall,  un* 
der  the  direction  and  regulation  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, be  public  and  free  to  children  residing  within 
the  limits  thereof,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twen- 
ty-one years  inclusive,  subject  to  such  rules  and  lim^ 
itations  as  the  board  may  establish.
